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Woman drove 
with book on 
steering wheel 


A FORMER teaching assistant drove through 
a school crossing on four occasions while balanc¬ 
ing a book on the steering wheel, missing a lol¬ 
lipop lady by inches, a court heard. 

Meena Dhanda, aged 28, 
was seen failing to stop at the 
crossing outside Mount 
Pleasant Primary School in 
Brierley Hill four times in the 
space of nine days, Dudley 
Magistrates Court was told. 

She even stopped to make 
an obscene gesture to lollipop 
lady Angela Hale after 
driving past at about 20mph. 
The court heard there were 

Meena Dhanda at least four cases in which 
Miss Hale stepped out into 
the centre of the road but was forced to jump out of 
the way of Dhanda’s Peugeot 206. 

Dhanda, of The Croftway, Handsworth Wood, 
Birmingham, was first spotted on March 23 at about 
3.15pm when she failed to stop despite Miss Hale 
holding up her sign. 

“She was seen to be resting a book on top of the 
steering wheel,” Mr Roger Bleazard, prosecuting, 
said. 



Reading 

The following day, Miss Hale had again walked 
into the road and traffic heading towards Quarry 
Bank had stopped - but Dhanda carried on at about 
25mph while reading, he said. 

“She missed Miss Hale by about six inches and 
there were about 10 young children with their 
parents at the roadside,” Mr Bleazard added. 

Seven days later she was again spotted reading a 
book while driving. Then on April 1, Dhanda had 
stopped in a queue of traffic and was seen putting a 
book on the steering wheel and driving off, despite 
Miss Hale still standing on the carriageway. She 
stopped a few yards down the road and stuck a finger 
up at the lollipop lady Mr Bleazard said. 

In interview with police, Dhanda said she often 
read while stuck in traffic. The rude gesture was “a 
mistake” borne out of paranoia from previous racist 
abuse she had received. 

District Judge Michael Wheeler told her: “You 
have shown scant disregard for people’s safety.” 

Dhanda pleaded guilty to four charges of failing to 
stop for a person at a school crossing patrol. She was 
disqualified from driving for six months, fined £240 
plus £60 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 


Firms sign up to 
text theft alerts 

ANEW initiative that will see businesses sent text 
messages to warn them of thieves in the area has 
been launched in Dudley - attracting more than 80 
firms. 

Companies across Halesowen, Quarry Bank and 
Dudley Wood have signed up to a new project called 
Business Watch after becoming worried about thefts 
from their premises. 

They will look out for any suspicious behaviour on 
neighbouring sites and will also be in regular contact 
with the police to ensure they are informed of any 
thefts from the area. 

Officers will use a voice connect link system to 
allow them to get instantly in contact with business 
bosses via text or answerphone message to let them 
know about any vital information. 

The scheme is similar to another which runs in 
pubs to protect them from rowdy revellers. 


Sad farewell as market gets chop 


TRADERS have bid an emotional 
farewell as a long-running indoor 
market hall closed its doors for the 
final time. 

The 30 stallholders at Spencers Market 
in Dudley High Street were left reeling last 
month when they were told the centre 
would shut. Many were still trying to sell 
off the last of their goods at a cut price in 
the final hours of business on Saturday. 

The closure was blamed on a rise in rents 
by market manager Phil Clarke, along 
with plummeting trade. But Bal Nagra, 
aged 60, is shutting down his B&G Casual 
clothes firm as he has nowhere else to go. 

Mr Nagra, a father-of-three from Penn 
Fields, Wolverhampton who has been at 
the market for 15 years, said: “We are just 
closing down as I’ve had to sell my van to 
help one of my kids get a car, and I’ve got 
The former butchers’ stalls at Spencers Market in Dudley no money left to set up anywhere else.” 



Mazhar Hussain, aged 45, is taking his 
Electro World stall to New Market Hall in 
West Bromwich. 

Mr Hussain, of Tividale, said: “It’s really 
sad and a lot of customers have been saying 
what a shame it is. We are just trying to 
make the best of a really bad situation.” 

Midlands Tools, run by Manir Nawaz, 
will re-open in Plaza Malls across the High 
Street, while Socks and Tights is moving to 
the Fountain Arcade in Stone Street. 

Shocked 

Shopper Margaret Lawrence, of the 
Sledmere Estate, Dudley, had turned up 
with her granddaughter Amy, 19, for their 
regular cup of tea at Brambles Cafe - but 
were shocked to find it had already closed. 

Mrs Lawrence, a retired power press 
worker, said: “I’ve been coming to the 
market since it opened so I’m really sad to 
see it go.” 


Baseball bats and machetes used to force victims to pay up 

VIOLENT LEGACY 
OF LOAN SHARKS 


LOAN sharks are turning to 
increasingly violent methods to force 
victims to pay up, West Midlands 
police are warning. 

Kidnap, violence and intimidation are 
among tactics used by illegal money 
lenders to fleece their victims of what 
often amounts to tens of thousands of 
pounds more than originally borrowed. 

Baseball bats and machetes are among the 
weapons seized by the National Illegal Money 
Lending team, based in Digbeth, Birmingham, 
in recent months. 

The head of the team, Tony Quigley warned: 
“Some of these people are formidable - they 
have reputations in the community where they 
operate and so people won’t necessarily report 
them readily. 

“It’s a real power-based relationship. The 
loan shark can keep raising the amount the 
person owes to incredible amounts and there’s 
nothing the victim can do except pay them, or 
report them. 

Challenges 

It can be extremely lucrative — one case we 
were involved with in Cheshire was against an 
illegal money lender who had made £4 million 
in just a few years, owned a country house and 
had all the trappings of being wealthy.” 

The National Illegal Money Lending team 
consists of 55 staff, including investigators, 
police officers and community liaison officers, 
all based in Birmingham. 

The project, which has a budget of £5.2m for 
2011, has managed to get £37m worth of illegal 
debt written off across the UK since it launched 
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in 2004 - and last year, it reclaimed £163,000 
for victims in the West Midlands. But Mr 
Quigley said the team faced many challenges 
when bringing loan sharks to justice. 

He said: “One of the main problems we face 
is that people don’t discuss their finances - to 
come to us they have to admit not only that they 
borrowed from an illegal lender, which can 
make them feel foolish, but that they had 
trouble getting credit in the first place. 

“Loan sharks are often also very prominent 
in the community, and will treat a lot of people 
very well indeed. That means there is a 
network of people who think they are wonder¬ 
ful and generous, and only a minority who have 
been treated badly. 

Pressure 

“This can make the social pressure not to 
report them very strong.” 

“Another problem is the threat of violence 
hanging over the heads of those who do not or 
cannot pay up or who report their criminal 
activities. 

“Our first priority has to be the protection of 
the victim. Loan sharks are very nasty both in 
the way they operate and in getting their 
money back,” he said. “Victims are often too 
intimidated to stand up against their lender — 
and if they are the only witness, it can leave 
them open to risk.” 

He said while the recession has meant more 
people finding themselves in difficult financial 
positions, and so turning to illegal lenders, the 
problem was not restricted to any particular 
area. In the Black Country, Sarah-Jane Dixon,

aged 34, of Cannock Road, Wednesfield, is 
due to stand trial in September after 
denying blackmail and possessing criminal 
property. She admitted to running an 
illegal money lending business from her 
home over a seven-year period. 

In October 2008, Howard Johnson, 40, of 
Walsall was jailed for three years after 
pleading guilty to loan shark activity. 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard at the 
time that Johnson had been loaning money 
to an unnamed victim for more than 10 
years. In one case, he had increased the 
£800 loaned to £5,600 in just 12 months. 

When the victim told him he was having 
trouble finding the cash, Johnson threat¬ 


ened to kill him in front of his children. 

One of the worst cases the team has dealt 
with, Mr Quigley said, was that of a man 
from Suffolk. He had borrowed £250 from a 
loan shark, but over the next 20 years was 
forced to shell out an estimated £90,000. He 
worked three jobs and suffered a heart 
attack and a mental breakdown before the 
illegal lender was brought to justice. 

Mr Quigley said the team was now reach¬ 
ing out to people in the Black Country who 
may not be aware that the team was there 
to help.

Bypass 
plan key 
for future 
of town 


Multi-million pound 
plans for a bypass to cut 
traffic clogging up Stour¬ 
bridge town centre will play 
a “key” role in the long-term 
vision for the area, council 
leaders said today. 

Council leader Les Jones 
said he wants to get rid of 
the “concrete collar” effect 
the ring road has on the 
town, and believes a bypass 
is an “absolute necessity”. 
The alternative - a £100 
million-plus plan to dig up 
the ring road completely — 
has been dismissed by coun¬ 
cillors, who suggested that 
the expense would far out¬ 
weigh the benefits. 

“There has been a lot of 
discussion over the future of 
the ring road,” he said. 

“People use it on the way 
to the Merry Hill Shopping 
Centre, Wolverhampton, 
and Dudley and it gets very 
snarled up. It also constricts 
expansion of the town 
centre. A bypass is a viable, 
reasonable solution. 

“In the long-term, it’s an 
absolute necessity to take 
the pressure off the town 
centre andA491.” 

One possibility, he said, 
would be to carry out work 
on the A449, which runs 
from Kidderminster to 
Staffordshire skirting the 
edges of Stourbridge, with 
smaller link roads con¬ 
nected to areas around the 
town and leading to the 
Merry Hill centre. 


Patient left lying in 
soiled sheets claim 


A vulnerable pensioner was left 
sitting in filthy conditions by nurses 
at a Dudley hospital, it has been 
claimed. The family of 71-year-old 
Glenys Hampson 
has hit out at the 
standard of care at 
Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital fol¬ 
lowing a series of 
failures there. 

Bosses at the hospi- 
tal trust have said 
they were sorry if stan- 
dards fell short, and 
Glenys Hampson have launched an 
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investigation. Mrs Hampson, of Stour¬ 
bridge, was admitted to hospital with a 
brain injury after collapsing on a bus at 
the start of June. 

Her family claims she was left “distressed, 
dishevelled and lacking in dignity”. 

Treatment 

In the worst incident her son Andrew Swain, 
from Quinton, Birmingham, says he found his 
mother lying in her own soiled sheets. He said 
her treatment has improved significantly since 
making the complaint, but he felt problems with 
her care should be highlighted. 

He said: “The stench was appalling, the loss 
of dignity and humiliation beyond belief.” 

Mrs Hampson also suffered a fall in the hospi¬ 


tal when she tried to get out of bed but her family 
were not informed until the next day as the hos¬ 
pital had lost the emergency contact number. 

The family has also criticised the failure of 
nurses or consultants on ward B3 to spot a dete¬ 
rioration in Mrs Hampson’s condition. They are 
angry a second CT scan was only carried out 
after they complained. 

She was then rushed to the Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham for emergency surgery 
due to bleeding in the brain. A consultant at the 
QE later told the family a further delay could 
have proved fatal. 

Mr Swain said: “I was disgusted and shocked 
by the way she was treated.” 

He emailed his complaint to the chief execu¬ 
tive of the hospital Paula Clark. 

She said: “We are sorry if on this occasion our 
standards fell short of those we aim to provide.” 


Residents call 
for action at 
busy junction 

A petition with more than 600 names is calling for safety 
measures at a busy Blackheath junction. People say they 
are running the gauntlet as they try to cross the road. 

The area they are worried about is from Evergreen Phar¬ 
macy to the doctors’ surgery on Gorsty Hill at its junction 
with Lodgefield Road and Station Road. Hundreds of resi¬ 
dents have said they are terrified to cross with cars coming 
from so many junctions. Blackheath Ward Councillor Mary 
Docker has reported the issue to Sandwell Council. 

But she says bosses have so far refused to take action 
because there have been few accidents at the junction. 

Councillor Docker said: “This has been a very dangerous 
junction for years and many people are old and are finding 
it hard to cross from the doctor to the pharmacy. 

“There’s a heavy flow of traffic and people are running 
the gauntlet trying to cross. People are fearful for their 
safety and it needs to be looked at urgently. 

Concussion 

“I’ve handed in a petition with more than 600 signatures 
and I’m waiting for a response and a site visit to see what 
can be done.” 

Janet Everton, of Lodgefield Road, said her daughter 
Joy, aged 11, was knocked down on the road and was left 
with a fractured leg and concussion. 

Mrs Everton said: “I’m not just looking at this as the 
mother of a child who’s been injured. 

“It’s a very busy road between Blackheath and Hale¬ 
sowen with very heavy traffic. 

“It’s very dangerous and experts need to come and look 
at it. 

“We don’t want to wait for statistics to say people have 
been injured or worse before someone comes to take a look 
at it.” 

Councillor Derek Rowley, the borough’s neighbourhood 
services chief, said: “The road is right on the Sandwell and 
Dudley border. Councillor Docker has presented a petition 
to me and I have asked officers to investigate it to see what 
action we can take.” 


Price cuts are just the ticket 


Ticket prices at the Severn Valley 
Railway are being cut over the summer 
holidays by almost 20 per cent in a bid to 
attract more visitors, it has been 
announced. 

The adult return fare for the 32-mile 
steam-hauled return trip between Kidder¬ 
minster and Bridgnorth stations, normally 
£16, has been brought down to £12.80, and 
children’s tickets for those between the 
ages of four and 15 are being cut from £8 to 
for £6.95. Children under four travel free. 

The reductions are being made against 
the background of a much-improved start 
to the year for the popular heritage line. 

Up to the end of June, the railway had 


carried 70,700 passengers, more than 
4,000 more than expected. 

Passenger services manager David Mee 
said: “The school summer holiday period 
has always been an important time for us, 
and while nobody is using the word reces¬ 
sion very much at the moment, there’s no 
doubt that spending money is still very 
tight for families everywhere just now. 

“The price cuts are a very deliberate 
incentive and stimulus to attract visitors to 
the railway during the holiday period.” 

A family ticket, for two adults and up to 
four children, which costs £43 can now be 
bought for £37.95. The reduced-price 
tickets are available until September 4.

We are really looking forward to 
trading again but there is a lot to be done 
beforehand.” 

Nearby stores and the Churchill Shop¬ 
ping Precinct was forced to close when the 
fire broke out at the Gamestation store.

Metal castings worth up to 
£10,000 have been stolen 
from a Lye firm - the fourth 
attack at the company 
within as many weeks. 

Thieves broke into the 
Vanguard Foundry in Lye, 
getting in through a window 
before stealing 150 castings. 

Bosses at the company say 
it is the fourth time they 
have been targeted by 
thieves or vandals in the 
past four weeks and are now 
stepping up security to stop 
it happening again. 

John Willetts, joint man¬ 
aging director at the Bott 
Lane firm, said the company 
was currently installing a 
complete new camera 
system to deter thieves. 

He said: “If anyone is 
offered these castings for 
sale we would urge them to 
go to the police. We are going 
to have to disappoint a cus¬ 
tomer and have to remake 
the parts at a time when we 
are quite busy.” 

Appealed 

Sgt Steve Gordon, based 
at Stourbridge police 
station, appealed for infor¬ 
mation about the theft. 

He said: “I am sure the 
metal has been stolen to be 
sold on to scrap metal 
dealers, so I would ask scrap 
dealers not to accept these 
castings and instead contact 
the police with information. 

“We are keen to catch 
these offenders and officers 
will be patrolling the area 
and visiting scrapyards to 
gather intelligence.” 

The theft happened 
between 10pm and 11.30pm 
on July 18. 

It comes after figures 
showed metal thieves have 
struck almost 400 times 
across the Dudley borough 
in just three months with 
businesses, homes and 
churches all targeted by 
raiders looking to cash in on 
the rising price of scrap 
metal. 

West Midlands Police 
have investigated around 
392 metal thefts in the 
borough between March 30 
and June 21 this year.

He was one of the first businesses to move on to the 
estate 29 years ago after chatting to Tony Whittaker 
about how he was working, with his wife, Judith, from his 
home in Halesowen but needed more space.

His son James is a director of the company. 

“In the first year here we increased our turnover from 
£60,000 to £175,000 and within 15 years we hit £lm,” 
said Glenn, 58, who still lives in the four-bedroom house 
in Hagley Road, where he first started his business. “The 
location here is accessible.” 


Canalside Tackle

Rob Cockburn started his fishing tackle business with 
his stepfather on a market stall - but 16 years ago took 
the plunge to move into a unit at the Delph, backing on 
to the Dudley No 1 Canal. 

And Rob, aged 39, owner of Canalside Tackle Ltd, who 
was brought up in the Delph area, hasn’t looked back 
since. The wholesale and retail business now employs 
four people, including his partner, Amanda Totney - and 
within the first year of moving to the estate annual 
turnover had doubled. It continues to grow every year. 

He recently became big enough to be picked by leading 
manufacturer Preston Innovations to stock their prod¬ 
ucts. 

“Tony Whittaker is a top bloke and when we moved 
here he sent a van round full of loo rolls, a mop and clean¬ 
ing products,” said Rob, who now lives at Arley, near Kid¬ 
derminster. I said I hadn’t ordered it but he told me it was 
my welcome pack - we’re still using the mop now.” 


Tony’s vision to rebuild 
industry brick by brick 


When Tony Whittaker started 
developing a Midland industrial 
estate 31 years ago he vowed that 
it would eventually replace the 
111 jobs axed after a local brick 
company collapsed. 

And the businessman also prom¬ 
ised to bring back 60 more lost with 
the closure of the gasworks where his 
development would stand. 

The estate, in Delph Road, Brierley Hill, 
now has 41 units, employing an estimated 
320 — almost twice the number put on the 
dole at P J and J Pearson brick and the gas 
operations put together. 

It is an oasis in the middle of the doom 
and gloom of recession — with many of the 
firms expanding and taking on extra staff. 

Tony, then an 18-year-old apprentice 
brickmaker, had been one of those 111 who 
lost their jobs at P J and J Pearson, more 
than 40 years ago. 

Success 

Now he is a multi-millionaire, living in a 
£1.2 million house with a sw imm i n g pool 
in Wall Heath - but he is still very hands- 
on with his various businesses and turns 
up for work every day. 

“The secret of our success is that I spake 
the same as everyone else here - and that’s 
Black Country,” said Tony, aged 60. 

“We’re all typically Black Country - in 
the middle of a recession, we’re having a 
go.” He says there are at least three other 
millionaires on the estate, which is famous 
throughout the country because of the old 
Chieftain tank that stands at the

entrance, erected in memory of a friend who 
had left him his war medals. 

Even Julian Graves started his fruit and 
nut business there before moving out as he 
developed his multi-million pound operation. 

Among the companies thriving at the 
Delph is Homeserve Furniture Repairs Ltd, 
which is taking on 14 more workers after 
quadrupling the size of its workshop on the 
estate. 

Turnover at the firm increased by 35 per 
cent last year and managing director James 
Lane predicts it will grow by a further 47 per 
cent this year. 

Homeserve, which currently employs 46 
people, has invested up to £25,000 in new 
machinery and is transferring from a 2,000 sq 


ft workshop to an 8,000 sq ft unit on the 
estate, while still keeping on its existing office 
there. Tony himself is a big employer, with 21 
currently working for him in his various busi¬ 
nesses, Midland Fabric and Bar, Anthony 
Whittaker building and civil engineers, Unit 
67 Ltd, Unit 67 Developments and Unit 67 
Management. 

And he hopes to take on another 35 in the 
next 18 months to work on various projects, 
including a £300,000 contract to build new 
tank bases and walls at Callow Oils in Stour- 
port. He recalls how he picked himself up and 
dusted himself down after the demise of the 
brickworks, getting a job at a building and 
civil engineering company, where he did a job 
at the old Round Oak Steelworks. 


He saw a JCB and decided he wanted to 
have a go at riding it. And that set him on 
the trail of becoming a builder, working as 
a JCB driver and then getting a loan from 
the former National Provincial Bank to 
buy the machine he was operating for 
£800. “In no time at all I had three JCBs,” 
he said. 

He began building factories and, after a 
chat with Brierley Hill Councillor Bill 
Homer, who asked him if there was any¬ 
thing he could do to boost jobs in the area 
following the closure of Round Oak and 
meat company Marsh and Baxter, he 
decided to build the Delph Industrial 
Estate. He started with 12 units, inter¬ 
viewing every potential new occupant 
personally, and usually in a local pub. 

Progression 

His parents, Roland and Emily, ran The 
Stores pub - now called the Tenth Lock - 
in the Delph and he decided to also build 
a new pub for his dad. That was the 
nearby Nine Locks and Chainmakers 
and, although sadly his father died before 
he could move in there, it became the first 
“million pound pub” - the amount that 
the site was eventually sold for. 

Along the way in his progression from 
brickmaker to multi-millionaire, he also 
built the first doctor’s surgery on Withy- 
moor Village, Brierley Hill. 

His secret to beating recession is: “Ride 
it - don’t fight it.” 

He added: “You don’t buy a Rolls-Royce 
in the middle of a recession, you don’t 
have expensive lunches or holidays and 
you work hard. 

“After the recession you can come out to 
play again.” 


One-way 
system 
could be 
scrapped 

A controversial one-way 
system which sparked hun¬ 
dreds of complaints could be 
scrapped if there is enough 
public opposition, it has been 
revealed. 

Locals have campaigned 
for nine months against the 
system in Parkway Road, 
Dudley, claiming it causes 
hold-ups in the area and 
makes their lives “hell”. 

They collected a 400-name 
petition and complained to 
Government watchdog the 
Local Government Ombuds¬ 
man. But now Dudley Coun¬ 
cil has revealed it will hold a 
consultation on the system. 
People will be able to submit 
their views and say whether 
they think the road should 
be made two-way again. 

Highways chiefs say they 
are willing to “make amend¬ 
ments” and could scrap the 
scheme altogether. 

Discuss 

The council’s traffic 
manager Peter Vangeers- 
daele said: “Councillors and 
officers recently met on the 
site to discuss the issues 
relating to Parkway Road 
and now they will discuss 
possible courses of action 
with officers. 

“We are always happy to 
listen to residents’ concerns 
and we will take them into 
account when we take 
action.” 

Bill Chambers, aged 75, 
who lives in nearby Full- 
brook Road, said: “I am glad 
it seems they are starting to 
listen to us but we will not 
give up. People are so angry 
about this, and what really 
annoyed us originally was 
the lack of consultation - the 
signs just went up with no 
warning.” 

He claims emergency 
vehicles struggle to get 
through the heavy traffic at 
peak times. Mr Chambers 
has written to the ombuds¬ 
man claiming the views of 
residents were not taken 
into account before the road 
was made one-way. 

Queues stretch along 
Grange Road, which joins 
with Parkway Road and 
runs from busy Salop Street.

More workers accept 
deals in equal pay row 


dudleychrons@ 
expressandstar.co.uk 
Nearly 50 more workers at 
Dudley Council have now 
accepted new wage offers to 
settle a long-running pay 
row. 

The authority has already 
settled with 1,937 people at a 
cost of £9.4 million. Another 
1,300 offers worth more than 
£10.4m were made to workers at 
the end of last year. Around 600 
of that round of offers have now 
been accepted. 

Figures also show that the cost of 
the offers so far accepted in this 
round is more than £5.2m. 

It has also emerged that two “col¬ 
lective” cases, involving 950 workers 
which are being considered at an 
employment tribunal, have a “key 
hearing” pencilled in for later this 
year. 

Council bosses have urged people 
to think carefully about the offers 
being made, and public sector union 
Unison has been monitoring the sit¬ 
uation. 

Advice 

Union solicitors have issued 
advice to people on a case-by-case 
basis over whether to accept offers. 

Councillor Tim Wright, Dudley 
Council deputy leader with responsi¬ 
bility for human resources, law and 
governance, said: “Since the last 
update in April another 45 settle¬ 
ment offers have been accepted. 

“There is a key hearing in the 
employment tribunal regarding the 
council’s cases during September.” 

But he added: “However, it is 
likely that this will be a first step and 
other details will need to be sorted 
next year.” 

Councils are attempting to deal 
with the issue of equal pay, which was 
demanded by the Labour Govern¬ 
ment 13 years ago. Neighbouring 
Wolverhampton City Council has 
recently set a target of a year in which 
to resolve an equal pay dispute involv¬ 
ing around 350 women workers. 

Tribunals are also due to be held to 
resolve the situation in Wolver¬ 
hampton after claims were lodged by 
43 dinner ladies, 76 learning support 
workers, 142 people in social care, 14 
in leisure, four cleaners, six caterers, 
34 admin staff and 40 women in 
“journey assistant” roles.

Fond memories of youth club days 


They may have been a youth club 
gang but they all met to celebrate a 
95th birthday. 

It was a journey down memory 
lane when four original members of 
Stourbridge’s YWCA youth club - 
now aged in their 80s - met up with 
the woman they looked up to as 
their leader all those years ago to 
celebrate her milestone birthday. 

Dorothy Hemmings took over as 
secretary and leader at the former 
YWCA (Young Women’s Christian 
Association) at the age of 29 - and 
little did she know she would also 
become something of a match¬ 
maker. 

“Dorothy was just wonderful,” 
said Phyllis Lawrence, now aged 80, 
of Kingsway, Wollaston, Stour¬ 
bridge. 

“We were mostly girls but the 
boys were let in on a Saturday for a 
dance. 

Husbands 

“A lot of us met our husbands 
there -1 met mine, Stan, there.” 

Another couple who got together 
at the YWCA were Geoff Dunn, aged 
83, and his wife, Dorothy, 81, now of 
Wem in Shropshire. 

“We reckon something like 32 
marriages originated at that club - 
and we don’t know of one that has 
ended in divorce or separation,” said 
Geoff. 

Phyllis, Geoff and Dorothy Dunn 
and another old chum from youth 
club days, Molly Price, aged 80, of 
Clifton Street, Stourbridge, were 
among scores of old friends and 
family who gathered to wish Miss 
Hemmings a happy 95th birthday 
at Liddiard Court, Belfry Drive, 
Wollaston, the retirement home 
where she now lives. 

Molly said: “Dorothy was a lovely 
teacher and example to us all.” 

Spearheaded 

They first joined in the 1930s 
when the club was run by Miss Kath 
Penley and was based in an old shed 
opposite St John’s Church, now on 
Stourbridge ring road. After 
Dorothy’s arrival in 1945 she spear¬ 
headed raising the funds to acquire 
Thornleigh, the house in Hagley 
Road, Stourbridge, as premises for 
the club, boosted by £3,000 which 
Stourbridge Youth Council had been 
given after the Second World War. 

Dorothy was in 1996 given a 
special award by the YWCA for 
more than half a century of “fund 
raising, motivating, innovations, 
encouraging and never shrinking 
from any task”. She said: “I loved all 
the members of the YWCA and 
we’ve stayed friends through the 
years.” 

The YWCA building was knocked 
down a couple of years ago, along 
with the Labour Club next door. 
Dorothy retired in 1976 but contin¬ 
ued as a volunteer with the YWCA.

Parking 
plea at 
hospital 

Around 800 workers have appealed 
after being refused a parking permit 
at three Black Country hospitals, it 
has emerged. Bosses are now review¬ 
ing applications before making a final 
decision on how many passes will be 
handed out. 

The permit scheme was introduced 
in December to coincide with the 
opening of a new £6 million staff car 
park at Russells Hall Hospital in 
Dudley. But more than 3,000 workers 
at the Russells Hall and Guest hospi¬ 
tals in Dudley and the Corbett in 
Stourbridge applied for a pass. The 
number of applications far exceeds 
the number of available spaces. 

Hospital bosses say they have been 
forced to restrict parking spaces to one 
for every four workers due to council 
regulations when it applied for plan¬ 
ning permission to build the new 
multi-storey in 2008. The majority of 
applications were for Russells Hall 
where there are 1,123 staff spaces 
including 691 at the new multi-story. 

Each application was judged on a 
number of criteria including how far 
workers lived from the site and how 
often they needed to use their car 
during the course of the working day. 
Priority was also given to on-call work¬ 
ers, shift workers, permanent night 
workers and disabled staff. Workers 
who had to catch three or more buses 
or trains and where it would take more 
than an hour to get to work on public 
transport were also given priority. 

The Dudley Group of Hospitals’s 
information governance manager 
Sharon Williams said: “Applications 
from staff are currently being evalu¬ 
ated and permits will be issued in the 
next few weeks.” 

Scaled down 
mosque plan 

Muslim leaders say their decision to 
downscale multi-million mosque 
plans in Dudley town centre by more 
than half proved they were listening 
to people’s concerns. 

Dudley Muslim Association said 
they had worked hard with council 
planners to come up with a more 
modest project for Hall Street in light 
of opposition. 

Chairman Khurshid Ahmed said 
the new plans would cost between £4 
million and £6m - down from an orig¬ 
inal estimate of £12m. 

He and others from the group had a 
meeting with council representatives 
to discuss a High Court bid by the 
authority to buy back the land before 
building work can begin. 

“A lot of people had some legitimate 
concerns which included car parking, 
transport and views of the site,” he 
said.

approval 

An action plan aimed at 
bringing £1.5 billion invest¬ 
ment into Brierley Hill to 
improve trade, community 
facilities and transport 
links by 2026 has been 
approved by Dudley Council 
- after years in the pipeline. 

The authority formally 
approved and adopted the 
Brierley Hill Area Action 
Plan at a full meeting 
bringing to an end a four- 
year programme of work to 
finalise the document. It 
will be a blueprint of devel¬ 
opments in the town over 
the next 25 years. 

Opportunities for retail 
developments at the Merry 
Hill Shopping Centre are 
being treated as a priority. 

Bringing in more busi¬ 
nesses to the main High 
Street is also a key part of 
the plan - with the inten¬ 
tion to create an estimated 
21,000 new jobs in the area 
over the course of the plan. 

It is also intended to 
create thousands of homes, 
improve leisure and office 
facilities and create better 
links between the High 
Street and Merry Hill Shop¬ 
ping Centre. 

New streets, public 
spaces and transport inter¬ 
changes will also be created 
and historic areas, includ¬ 
ing the town’s canal 
network which would also 
be better exploited. 

Councillor Angus Adams 
submitted the final proposal 
for the council to adopt the 
scheme.

Canals campaigner’s lifetime achievement recognised 

Water way for trust to 
show that Vic can cut it 


Vic Smallshire has been declared 
a national transport hero after he 
became a leading light in a titanic 
struggle over five decades to 
restore Black Country canals to 
their former glory. 

Vic and his colleagues at Dudley 
Canal Trust have often had to battle 
with the authorities in their bid to keep 
the local waterways open — and have 
waded into a filthy morass of rubbish- 
filled water in their labour of love. 

In 1962, a British Waterways sign pro¬ 
claimed: “Dudley Old Tunnel and Park 
Head Lock closed.” 

Now campaigners who have toiled along¬ 
side Vic — often wading up to their necks in 
debris to keep it open—have made their own 
cast iron comeback retort. 

It reads: “Dudley Canal Tunnel closed by 
the Government on behalf of the people, 
reopened by the people on behalf of them¬ 
selves.” 

Vic, chairman of the Canal Trust, has now 
picked up a lifetime achievement award 
from theTransport Trust as a thank you for 
almost 50 years of service - many of them 
devoted to restoring the Dudley Canal and 
its tunnel. 

He is delighted to have been presented 
with the award by the trust’s patron, Prince 
Michael of Kent, and president, Sir William 
McAlpine, but says it is really a tribute to 
the whole team who have worked so hard to 
preserve their beloved Dudley Canal. 

Vic, aged 66, of Trejon Road, Cradley 
Heath, was just 16 when he first became 
involved in canal restoration. 

Stinking 

“The canal was derelict — a stinking ditch 
full of dead dogs and railway sleepers,” he 
said. 

“Now we have turned it into the busiest 
canal in the country, with 85,000 visitors a 
year travelling through the Dudley tunnel.” 

He told how the Government inherited 
the canal system in the 1960s when it 
nationalised the railways, many of which 
owned the waterways. 

“But the Government viewed the canals 
as a millstone round their neck and and was 
going to fill them all in,” he said. ‘We volun¬ 
teers got together, standing up to our necks 
with shovels, to clear the canal and open it 
up again.” After working for many years to 
restore the local waterways, the volunteers 
successfully campaigned during the 1980s 
to reopen Dudley’s limestone caverns to 
canal navigation. Now the Canal Trust 
operates four electrically-powered narrow 
boats carrying visitors into the tunnel and 
mine, and the trip is one of Dudley’s main 
tourist attractions. Fellow members of 
Dudley Canal Trust recently presented Vic 
with the cast iron sign of victory. 

It now has pride of place in the canal 
trust’s headquarters in Peartree Lane, 
Dudley. 

Vic, a retired surveyor, says he was “not a 
little surprised and a smidge embarrassed” 
when he heard that he had won the lifetime 
achievement award from the Transport 
Trust because he felt so many other people 
were also worthy of it. 

Widower Vic, a father of three and a 
grandfather, said he fell in love with the 
canal network at an early age. 

‘You couldn’t walk along a canal and not 
be fascinated,” he said.

for disabled people has 
upset members of a club for 
deaf people, who say it is 
depriving them of space to 
play sports and bingo. 

Dudley Deaf Sports and 
Social Club has had to sell 
its snooker table because 
there was not enough room 
for it in the new layout at 
the Queens Cross Centre in 
Wellington Road, which is 
used during the daytime by 
up to 50 people with physi¬ 
cal and sensory disabilities. 

Club chairman Richard 
Brookes said deaf members 
had also lost some of the 
space they used to have to 
play bingo in the hall. 

The club’s mobile dart¬ 
board was damaged when it 
was allegedly left out in the 
rain during the work. 

Mr Brookes, whose club, 
which has 120 members, 
uses the Dudley Council- 
owned centre free on 
Tuesday nights, said: ‘We 
feel like they want us out of 
there. A lot of alterations 
have been done that affect 
us badly. All we have left is 
our pool table.

Critics have labelled plans to 
axe 11 truancy officer jobs as 
“absolute nonsense” and accused 
Dudley Council of putting educa¬ 
tion at risk by forcing teachers to 
take on extra responsibilities. 

The authority has cut the team of 
20 down to just nine, who will focus 
exclusively on prosecuting parents of 
children who are persistently absent 
instead of making personal visits to 
schools and homes to help solve the 
problem. It is claimed this will 
impose extra work on teachers. 

Education boss Councillor Liz Walker 
insists the cuts are necessary and schools 
in need of support will be able to apply for 
funding. 

But Councillor Tim Crumpton, chair¬ 
man of the select committee on children’s 
services, today accused the council of 
piling extra pressure on teachers. 

Impact 


“You’re taking away frontline services, 
by taking teachers away from teaching 
and making them work on truancy prob¬ 
lems, and that will have a negative 
impact on education,” he said. 

“All these skills have just been thrown 
away. 

“Teachers do not have the time and may 
not have the skills required to carry out 
the one-on-one chats or home visits that 
these truancy officers have done. We were 
making quite a lot of progress on truancy 
problems and this puts that at risk.” 

Headteacher Graham Lloyd has criti¬ 
cised the move, saying the loss of funding 
for the truancy worker who dealt with 
pupils at Holly Hall Maths and Comput¬ 
ing College was one of the reasons the 
school opted to become an academy. 

“They provide an invaluable service 
and have done wonderful work here at 
Holly Hall,” he said. 

“Losing them because of funding cuts 
just seemed unacceptable. I wanted more 
control over the school’s budget so we 
could decide for ourselves what invest¬ 
ments are best for our school.”

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Leaders warning of 
town traffic chaos

Emergency measures are 
being drawn up as council 
leaders warn of traffic chaos 
when three main roads through 
Stourbridge town centre close 
for the demolition of the Bell 
Street multi-storey. 

The whole of New Street, a foot¬ 
path along Crown Lane and part of 
Bath Road - the ring road - will be 
closed to motorists as developers 
Tesco knock the crumbling car park 
and ageing Crown Centre and build 
a £50 million new shopping centre. 

Council bosses today admitted the 
project, which will take several months, 
was going to be a “nightmare” for visi¬ 
tors to the town centre. 

Work on the development is due to 
begin in January and completed in time 
to open for Christmas 2012, though dis¬ 
cussions between the council and Tesco 
were ongoing today to establish the 
exact date. 

New Street will remain closed while 
construction work takes place, and will 
reopen as a tunnel travelling beneath 
the front of the Tesco store is complete. 

Minimise 

Cabinet member for transport, Coun¬ 
cillor Patrick Harley, revealed the dem¬ 
olition of the multi-storey would be 
carried out on a Sunday, and only last a 
day, to minimise impact on shoppers 
and motorists. 

He said one of the major issues facing 
traffic officers was how motorists 
coming through the one-way system 
along High Street and Market Street, 
and from the Ryemarket multi-storey 
nearby, would leave when their normal 
route along New Stret has been blocked. 

Currently, access to the ring road 
from the far end of Market Street is 
blocked by bollards and the subway, 
while the opposite ends of Bell Street 
and Talbot Street lead to the back of the 
Ryemarket. 

Potential solutions include installing 
a temporary exit from Market Street, or 
even redirecting traffic through the 
Ryemarket car park.

£100m tram plans 
for disused rail lines 


Dudleychrons@expressandstar.co.uk 
A £100million project to 
launch a tram-train route on 
disused freight lines through 
the Black Country has been 
included in Centro’s 10-year 
plan. 

The bid would see hybrid tram- 
trains, capable of travelling along 
both light and heavy rail tracks, 
taking passengers along a defunct 
freight train route between Stour¬ 
bridge and Walsall, with stops in 
Brierley Hill and Dudley. 

Dudley Council leader Les Jones 
revealed that the project, which is 
expected to create hundreds of jobs 
across the region, has been granted 
preliminary approval and will now 
form part of the next long-term Local 
Transport Plan. 

“We are hoping that work to open up 
the old freight routes can begin in 
around 2016, provided we can get the 
funding,” he said. 

Hybrid 

“Once we can get the freight routes 
up and running, we can start getting 
passenger trains back on the lines. We 
want to get the hybrid tram-trains as 
they are able to run along the heavy- 
duty freight tracks as well as road- 
based tramlines. It’s great news that 
Centro have taken it on board, but we 
do still have a lot of work to do.” 

A detailed business plan was submit¬ 
ted earlier this year, with council 
bosses estimating it would bring in a 
minimum of £200m to boost the region’s 
economy. 

Funding is expected to come largely 
from Department for Transport grants, 
along with contributions from councils. 
If it goes ahead as planned, the tram- 
trains would share the line with freight 
services in a bid to reduce congestion on 
the roads, and would link up with the 
Lichfield to Aldridge line. 

The line would be in operation for an 
estimated six to 10 years while councils 
wait to see whether funding to extend 
the Midland Metro will be made avail¬ 
able.

Children’s services hit by cuts 


Council chiefs in Dudley have been 
forced to divert £2 million of funds to 
help plug a £4.4m hole in its chil¬ 
dren’s services budget left by extra 
government budget cuts. 

With more than £12m now being 
slashed from the budget and 101 jobs 
to go this year alone, the department 
has been forced to undergo a complete 
overhaul. 

Children’s chief Councillor Liz 
Walker said: “It is going to be tough 
but we are desperately trying to make 


sure that the services continue. It will 
be a bit different, and much reduced, 
but we are working to ensure that 
they will by and large still be there.” 

The department had already 
resigned itself to losing almost £9m 
by 2014 when the budget was set in 
March. 

But a fresh blow came when the 
Government announced it was 
cutting an extra £4.4m in grants from 
the 2011/12 budget. This included the 
£3.6m Early Intervention Grant and 


£800,000, which helped pay for youth 
music and performing arts activities. 

The extra cuts led to large-scale 
events such as Rock the Castle at 
Himley Hall being cut and replaced 
with a smaller event in Dudley 
Concert Hall. 

Councillor Walker said other 
changes would mean schools would 
have to take on more responsibility 
for buying in some services, such as 
music lessons, rather than getting 
them from the council.

Historic vase to be recreated

A leading Dudley metal¬ 
works which has already been 
used by Hollywood has signed 
a deal with a major British 
films studio. 

Metal-spraying firm Metallisa¬ 
tion has signed a deal with 
Pinewood Studios, where films 
such as Pirates of the Caribbean 
and Harry Potter have been 
filmed. 

So far the firm’s film credits include 
completed a range of scenery used in 
the epic remake of Clash of the 
Titans, which starred Liam Neeson 
as Zeus and Ralph Fiennes as Hades. 

In a scene where the gods walk

across a map of the world, Metallisa¬ 
tion was responsible for coating it. 

“It is very exciting for our staff to 
know that what they are working on 
could have a big star strolling across 
it in a couple of months,” said finance 
director Rob Hill, aged 55, who lives 
in Telford. 

Accounts manager Steve Atkiss 
said the firm had become involved 
with Pinewood as it is the only 
company in the UK which develops, 
manufactures and supplies a range of 
equipment which sprays liquid 
metal. 

Polysterene 

He said studio bosses seized on the 
idea as a way of making their props 
and sets — which are often created 
from polystyrene — more durable. 

In Clash of the Titans, the map of 
the world formed the centrepiece of 
the council chamber where the gods 
resided, using it to plan the fate of the 
mortals. 

They are often seen walking across 
it and fighting over what happens on 
Earth, and so it had to be strong 
enough to support the constant 
weight of the actors as well as heavy 


film equipment. Despite mixed 
reviews, the film proved a hit with 
cinema-goers and raked in a massive 
$400m at the box office. 

Metallisation was also involved in 
Dubai’s iconic Burj A1 Arab hotel, 
which at 321m high is the fourth 
tallest hotel in the world. 

The firm, which has been operating 
from its site in Peartree Lane since 
1922, was called upon to protect the 
outside of the structure against high 
temperatures and the corrosive effect 
of sand and sea. 

Mr Hill said the Pinewood deal was 
part of a plan to plough hundreds of 
thousands of pounds into expanding 
business abroad. 

The firm invested £300,000 into 
exploring new markets last year and 
plans at least another £100,000 by 
the end of this year. 

He said he was now looking to 
employ at least three additional engi¬ 
neers to add to the firm’s 35-strong 
team. “In looking to develop our 
markets, we have found that we’ve 
sold increasing amounts to develop¬ 
ing countries such as India. 

“We started out as providing serv¬ 
ices to Black Country firms, but as 
the economy started to droop we have 
managed to prosper by expanding our 
horizons.”

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Royal wedding dress goes on 
display at Buckingham Palace 


IT WAS the most 
anticipated dress of the 
century - and now the 
public can see it up 
close when it goes on 
display at Buckingham 
Palace. 

The Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge’s intricately decorated 
wedding dress, designed by 
Sarah Burton of Alexander 
McQueen, received a raptur¬ 
ous reception. 

For months, it was 
fashion’s best-kept secret. 

Even the team of embroi¬ 
derers at Hampton Court 
Palace working on the gown 
did not know the identity until 

r 



shortly before the public 
announcement. 

But as soon as the 
Duchess appeared leaving 
the Goring Hotel and then 
entering Westminster Abbey 
on her wedding day on April 
29, the secret was out. 

Admirers can view the 
dress on display in the ball¬ 
room of Buckingham Palace 
during the annual summer 
opening which began in late 
July and continue to October 
3. 

Caroline de Guitaut, 
curator of the exhibition, 
said: “The Duchess consid¬ 
ered a number of options and 
then decided that she would 
like it to be displayed here

which of course was the 
scene for the celebrations 
after Westminster Abbey so it 
is very fitting that it should be 
shown here exactly where 
the reception took place.” 

The bridal gown featured 
lace applique floral detail and 
was made of ivory and white 
satin gazar, with a skirt that 
resembled “an opening 
flower” with white satin gazar 
arches and pleats. 

The lace applique for the 
bodice and skirt was hand¬ 
made by the Royal School of 
Needlework. Individual 
flowers were hand-cut from 
lace and hand-engineered on 
to ivory silk-tulle. 

The Duchess’s veil, tiara 
and the diamond earrings she 
wore on the day also form 
part of the display. The exhibi¬ 
tion also features the 
Duchess’s bridal shoes, 
which weren’t visible on the 
day. 

A replica of The Duchess of 
Cambridge’s bridal bouquet 
made from artificial flowers 
has been specially created for 
the display. The bouquet 
drew upon the tradition of the 
language of flowers and 
included lily-of-the-valley 
(return to happiness), Sweet 
William (gallantry), hyacinth 
(constancy of love), ivy 
(fidelity, marriage, friendship) 
and myrtle (marriage, love). 

Bouquet 

Stems from a myrtle 
planted at Osborne House by 
Queen Victoria 1845 and a 
sprig from a bush grown from 
the myrtle used in The 
Queen’s wedding bouquet in 
1947 were included in The 
Duchess’s bouquet. 

To complement the 
wedding dress display, The 
Duke and Duchess’s wedding 
cake created by Leicester¬ 
shire-based cake designer 
Fiona Cairns is shown in the 
State Dining Room. 

The eight-tiered traditional 
fruit cake was hand-made 



The cake will be on show 
minus a couple of layers 
kept by the royal couple 


using British ingredients and 
decorated with sugar flowers. 
The base of the cake bears 
the first cut made by The 
Duke and Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge. The top three tiers 
have been specially made by 
the Fiona Cairns bakery for 
the display - the original top 
two tiers were kept by The 
Duke and Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge, as is the tradition, and 
the third tier was sliced and 
served to guests. 

The royal wedding dress 
display, the royal wedding 
cake and the official royal 
wedding photographs are on 
display as part of the Summer 
Opening of Buckingham 
Palace, which includes the 19 
State Rooms (with free audio 
tour), the special exhibition 
Royal Faberge, and ends with 
a walk along the south side of 
the Palace garden.

It’s time to hold the 
Government to account

F rom conversations I have 
had with constituents I know 
that things are pretty tough 
at the moment. 

While the bankers get their bonuses, 
families here dread bills dropping 
through the letterbox or filling up the 
family car with fuel. 

I read a report recently which showed the 
West Midlands was the region most badly 
affected by the recession. 

An area like ours - where more than half 
the people work in public services such as 
the NHS, local schools or the council - will 
be hit even harder as the Government’s 
spending cuts start to bite. 

For me, the only way to improve things 
for my constituents is to hold the Govern¬ 
ment to account; to ensure it makes every 
effort and takes every opportunity to grow 
the economy and create more jobs. I want to 
use the Parliamentary recess to begin to 
draw up an Action Plan for Jobs in Dudley. 

To start with I need to gather some local 
information on how the general economic 
situation is impacting on families here both 
in terms of jobs and the increased cost of 
living. 

That’s where I need your help. 

I want to know what local people think 
and I’d be really grateful if you’d take just 
a few minutes to complete my Jobs and 
Cost of Living survey.

I will get back to you with the results of 
the survey and how I am going to use the 
information to demand more government 
action here. 

I’ve launched this survey because I’m 
worried about the state of our economy and 
want to find out about the impact it is 
having here in Dudley. 

Our economy has not grown at all in the 
six months since plans were published 
which said spending would be cut further 
and faster than any other economy causing 
confidence to slump and growth to grind to 
a halt. 

They come up with all sorts of excuses, 
blaming the weather and public holidays 
for the slow-down in economic activity, but 
the Tories cannot hide from the fact our 
economic recovery stalled before Christ¬ 
mas while other major economies grew 
faster. 

The reasons why Britain has fared worse 
are clear. 

Caution 

Even though economic recovery was still 
fragile in Britain and around the world, a 
year ago David Cameron and George 
Osborne threw caution to the wind and 
made a political choice to cut further and 
faster than any other major economy. 

It was never true to say Britain was on 
the verge of bankruptcy. 

Countries such as Greece are in real 
trouble but every time the Government 
talks Britain down by claiming we face 
similar problems, they add to the problem. 

The result is that consumer confidence 
has collapsed and families and businesses 
have reined in their spending and plans. 

Anyone who works in construction 
knows how tough it is at the moment, 
because most families are too worried 
about their jobs to think about moving 
house or taking on a bigger mortgage. 

It’s the same for many employers who 
are too worried about staying afloat at the 
moment to think about borrowing to invest 
in new plant or equipment to develop new 
products and create new jobs. 

And if that wasn’t bad enough, in 
January they put up VAT adding to the 
squeeze on families and pensioners. 

The result has been our economy grind¬ 
ing to a standstill just at the time when we 
need investment to create new jobs to get 
the economy moving again.

Vauxhall finds answers to electric range anxiety 



Whatever the accountants might say, 
there’s no stopping the car makers in their 
rush to turn green and the Vauxhall Ampera 
is simply the latest in a growing line of cars 
with boosted battery power. 

It might, however, be the most sensible 
one so far. There are basically three ways of 
giving a car some electrical eco-cred. The 
obvious one is to replace the petrol or diesel 
engine with a great big battery and be done 
with it. 

The trouble is that you’ll forever be worry¬ 
ing about the car’s range. Fear of getting 
stuck miles from home in the dark, with the 
battery flat and needing an eight hour 
charge has helped coin a new motor¬ 
ing term: range anxiety. 

The second way to burnish 
your eco-halo is to go 
the Toyota Prius 
route, using a con¬ 
ventional petrol 
engine most of 
the time but 
backed by a 
biggish battery 
that helps out 
when it can. 
Most of the 
time you’ll be 
on petrol power, 


YOU NEED the brainpower of a 
supercomputer to work out 
whether an electric car would save 
you money or really help the planet 
turn greener. 

For starters, they’re not cheap and 
may not even be all that climate friendly 
to run if the electricity they need comes 
from a coal-fired power station, belch¬ 
ing out carbon dioxide like there’s no 
tomorrow. 

Even so, there’s a growing market for cars 
that add a green sheen to the business of 
motoring, In the right circumstances they 
might even start to make sense.

but more than two million owners worldwide 
have succumbed to the charms of a Prius. 

Then there’s a third way, as found in the 
car featured here. The Ampera has a huge 
battery (actually, lots of smaller packs 
running safely out of harm’s way down the 
spine of the car) which will take it up to 50 
miles on a good day before a modest 1.4 litre 
petrol engine from an Astra takes over. 

That way, says Vauxhall, most Amperas 
won’t ever need to turn their petrol engines 
on because most of us drive no more than 40 
miles a day. 

So, no range anxiety (you can fill the 
Ampera’s petrol tank like any other car, after 
all) and no road tax or congestion charges 
and a modest five per cent hit on company 
car tax. Oh, and an electric fill up takes four 
hours from your home supply and costs 
about £1. 

It even looks like a rather smart conven¬ 
tional car (it’s built in the States and sales 
here are forecast as modest) with a comfy 
interior, decent boot and nothing apart from 
its badges to denote you as a green eco 
warrior. 

Push the go-faster pedal to the floor and 
the Astra-sized Ampera scurries off with just 
a bit of tyre noise and reaches 30mph as 
quickly as a hot hatch. It will touch 60mph in 
around nine seconds (a respectable figure) 
but is limited to 10Omph to save battery 
power. 

Which is another way of saying that slower 
is much better with the Ampera, if you want

to go electric for as long as possible. Driving 
normally on the press introduction (around a 
very flat Amsterdam) my car ran out of 
current at 38 miles and the petrol motor 
kicked in seamlessly to take over. 

An impressive performance, I thought, but 
you need to read on before placing your 
order for an Ampera, due here in early 2012. 

It might use cheap electricity but the car 
will cost £28,995 and that’s after a £5,000 
government grant has been deducted. 

There are an awful lot of fine convention¬ 
ally powered cars available at that price, so 


you’ll need some eco fire in your belly to 
favour an Ampera. 

Longer term, running costs should beat a 
more ordinary machine and there’s an eight 
year or 100,000 mile warranty on the battery. 

And, unlike owners of a purely electrical 
car, you won’t need a second vehicle on 
standby for longer runs. 

Even so, it looks an expensive way to save 
money. 

But if you’re tempted and can afford it, the 
Ampera makes a convincing move into the 
future. Probably.

Take the 20p tyre test 


TYRESAFE is urging motorists to inspect their 
tyres before heading off on holiday to avoid a 
tyre-related “wash out”. 

In pre-holiday checks, drivers should include making sure 
tyres have adequate tread depth, ensuring tyres are properly 
inflated for the load being carried (including the spare) and 
making sure the general condition of the tyres is good. 

Drivers failing to make these checks are more likely to be 
involved in a tyre-related incident, potentially ruining their 
summer break, warns TyreSafe. 

“Whether you’re heading overseas in your car, or staying 
in the UK, correct tyre maintenance is vital to reduce the risk 
of being stranded by the roadside or involved in an accident 
as a result of a tyre related issue,” says Stuart Jackson, chair¬ 
man, TyreSafe. 

“Pre-travel checks which can prevent such problems are 
simple to do and only take a few minutes to perform.” 

As well reducing the chance of an accident, other benefits 
of correct tyre care include longer tyre life and reduced fuel 
bills. 

Expense 

When tyres are under-inflated their rolling resistance 
increases and more fuel is required. One TyreSafe member 
estimates that when tyres are under-inflated by just six psi, 
or around 20 per cent, fuel bills rise by three per cent. 

Furthermore, under-inflated tyres cause unnecessary 
expense for drivers as they wear out much faster and need 
replacing sooner. When run at 80 per cent of recommended 
pressure, it is estimated tyre life falls to around 75 per cent. 
At 60 per cent pressure, tyre life falls to just 35 per cent. 

When checking pressures, drivers should ensure tyres are

inflated to the correct levels for the load carried. Many vehi¬ 
cles require higher tyre pressures when carrying extra pas¬ 
sengers or heavy items such as suitcases, bikes or roof 
boxes. Correct tyre pressures can be found either in the 
driver’s handbook, inside the fuel filler cap, or on a plate on 
the driver’s door sill. Alternatively, iPhone users can down¬ 
load the free TyreSafe app which gives drivers the correct tyre 
pressure settings for their vehicle. 

As important as tyre pressure is tread depth. As Jackson 
explains, TyreSafe has devised a simple way for drivers to tell 
whether their tyres have enough tread. 

Adequate 

“The British weather is renowned for its unpredictable 
nature, so tyres need adequate tread depth to be able to 
cope with wet roads in the event of a sudden downpour. By 
visiting the TyreSafe website, drivers can see how to take the 
20p test to see if their tyres have adequate tread depth to 
keep them safe and legal,” adds Jackson.

Flow to check your tyre pressures 

1. Check your tyre pressures at least once a month or 
before a long journey. 

2. Pressures should be checked against the manufac¬ 
turer’s recommended level. This can be found in the vehicle 
handbook and on a plate inside the fuel filler flap or on the 
driver’s door sill. 

3. Check the pressure when tyres are cold (i.e. when you 
have travelled less than two miles). 

4. If you are carrying a full load of passengers or luggage 
or towing a trailer or caravan, tyre pressures should be 
increased in line with the manufacturer’s recommendations. 
Details can be found in the vehicle handbook. 

5. Ensure a reliable and accurate pressure gauge is used. 

6. Check the pressure in all four tyres and the spare. 

7. While checking pressures, give the tyre a visual inspec¬ 
tion. Remove stones and other objects embedded in the 
tread. Look out for any bulges, lumps or cuts. 

8. If you are unsure about tyre pressure or condition go to 
an approved fitting centre and speak to the experts.
